Instead, an iwdehnite border land, 
more than two thousand miles in length, 
mokes it tmpossible to tell where Asia 
ends and Europe begins; The interjec- 
Lion of the Caspian Sea breaks this hor- 
der-latil into two great stretches, one 
between the Arctic and the Caspian, and 
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one hetween the mountains of the Cau- 
casus and the Black Sea. 


THE ORIGIN OF THE NAME EUROPE 


On the map Europe is only an exten- 
sion or prolongation of Asia; but to this 
prolongation its unique physical features 
uthl its resultant history hove given a 
distinct preeminence. | | 

Between Europe and Asia there is no 
natural boundary; neither does any off- 
cial line of deniareation exist The 
Kussians sometimes imagine such a line 
in the “crest of the Urals.” But in the 
wide region over which the broad, low 
Urals spread, no cresteyer las been or 
can be traced. Moreover, the Urals them- 
stlyes traverse only a part of the space 
which subtends Europe from Asia, Be- 
cause of the-arlitrary or undetermineil 
nature of that eastern boundary, emi- 
neti! wutherities vary in their estimate of 
the total area of Europe by several hun- 
dred thousand square mules. 

The name Eure bas been in tse for 
more than twenty-five hundred years. 
Its origin and meaning are unknown. 
Perhaps it ts derived, as the ancients be- 
lieved, from the fair maiden Europa, be- 
loved of Jupiter, Perhaps it comes from 
the word irif or ered, Tound on Assyrian 
montments and supposed to mean dark- 
fess; OF the setting sun, 10 distinction 
from ast, found on the same morntiments 
and supposed to mein the rising aut, or 
Asia, Let uscagree, however, with He 
roédloius who nately confesses that “no 
mortal can ever hope to find out the true 
meaning of this word inherited from the 
forefathers, 


WILY EUROPE S RACES AKE PROGRESSIVE 


Europe does not equal one-fourteenth 
of the land surface and i less than: ore- 
hitieth of the entire surface of the globe; 
yet upon it dwell 450,000,000 human 
beings, more than a fourth of all man- 
kind. Nor are all Europeans found im 
Europe. They and their children have 
occupied and populated the whole West- 
em Hennsphere, of which they were the 
discoverers. “They have partitioned and 
subdued to themselves nearly the whole 
of Africa. With the exception of China 
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‘and Japan, they control all Asia and all 


the islands of all the seas. During the 
last twenty-five centuries, from then as 
from a focns have ridiated the art and 
science and thought of the. world. 

How has this stupendous result been 
brewer abowt? What potent causes 
have produced such practical monopoly 
of universal dentlership? 

That the early ancestors of the preaent 
European peoples were more highly en- 
dowed than their kindred or contempo- 
raries ar posstssed preater capacity tur 
development, there is no. reason to be- 
eve. | 

In the physical advantages Europe 
passesaes are revealed the causes which 
have given to Europeans and the de- 
scendants of Europeans their unques- 
tioned superiority. 

Almost the whole of Europe is situ- 
ated in the northern half of the North 
Tempertte Zone, Its extreme northern 
point, the North Cape, is nineteen de- 
grees from the Pole. Tarifa, its extreme 
southern point, is thirty-six degrees from 
the Equator. 

Nowhere, except in the farthest boreal 
limits, does excessive cold stunt body 
and mind. Nowhere docs excessive and 
contintitd heat sap energy and enervate. 
the will. No spontaneous prodigality of 
Nature removes the necessity of exertion 
and induces sloth, 

Here, where the air invigorates, mun 
must labor if he would survive. The re- 
wards of labor are reasonably sure, bot 
something more is necessary than to sat- 
isfy one day's needs, The periodic sit- 
cession, “the rhythmic swing,” of the 
seasons, where winter invariably follows 
sumer, compels him to take thought anil 
make seme provision of food, shelter. 
afd clothing for the dave te come. Even 
sight labor and littl: forethought, neither 
of which can be escaped, foree him to- 


ward emergence from the primitive and 


purely animal state toward higher exist- 
ence. 

Much thus farsaid would apply to the 
otrallel region of North America occu- 
iat iy the Dominion of Canada and the 
United States. It applies to no other 
portion of the globe. The greater part 
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of Africa:and South America ts included 
in the Torrid) Zone. The vast broken 
plateau ai continental Asia is: girdled 
west; south, and east by hills or moun- 
tains. which shut out the infiuénce of the 
sea. 

The climate of western Europe is de= 
termined by the Gulf Stroam, the mighti- 
est, most mpid and most beneficent of 
ocentt currents, Tis: heated mass, de- 
flected: eastward hy the Banks of New- 
foundland, renches the shares of Europe, 
creating on its way the exhaustless fish- 
eties of the North Sea. Its warmth 
hreaks the force of the winter ani} keeps 
the harbors ice-free in the Norwegian 
fiords. Tt gives to Liverpool a milder 
climate than that of Washington, a thou- 
catcl ofes farther south. and in the 


Hritish Islands. due east of Labrador, © 


causes grass to grow throughowt the 
year.* 

As no formidable barrier to breezes 
from the sea is interposed, the prevailing 
winds of Europe, louded with ocean 
moistite, spread hundreds of miles in- 
lanl, relieving the excesses of the -sea- 
sons and fertihamg the soil, 


HUROVE'S VAST CDAST-LISIC 


The const-line of Europe is remark- 
able for its length and its. avatlability. 
Sonth America ix twice and Africa three 
times us large, and yet, although Europe 
is landincked on its eastern or Asiatic 
side, it has a longer coast-line than that 
of these two continents: combined, North 
America has double the area of Europe, 
Flat, except for what stretches along the 
inhospitable Arctic, the sea front of the 
two ds nearly the same. 

Euro: is intersected by numerotis 
vast, narrow, half-inland qulfs and seas 
which endlessly leak its contour and 
multiply its length. 

No other body of water rivals the in- 
compurable sea which forms the southern 
boundary of Eurdpe, the Mediterranean, 
Its general direetion ic east and west for 
nearly 2,260 miles, and it is wholly in- 
cluded in the southern, morte: genial, part

of the Temperate “one. Bathing the 
shores of all the continents of the old 
world, its area of goo.000 square miles 
makes it seem like an inland ocean, Two 
preat peninsulas cat half way acri4s, one 
af thern more than seven honedred! miles 
in lempth, 

Avsvocession of great islands at almost 
exnat distates follow one another along 
a line ritdely, parallel to its general direc- 
tion. Innumerable other islands, dot its 
mam expanse and fringe m5 shores, 
Hence results a maize of connecting seas, 
which abound in deep, spacious, tideless 
harbors te invite the enterprisesof the 
merchant and to provide refuge from the 
fenrpest. 7 

THE INFLUENCE OF THE AX-EAN 


OF all those interconnecting seas the 
Afgean or Archipelago was to exert the 
earliest and most abiding influcnte. No- 
where ele did the anciest world afford 
a like training school for seamanstip. 
The dwellers on-the peninsular shores of 
Greece and Asia Minor were impelled by 
the circumetances of their lot to venture 
upon, gradually to itnderstand, arn feral: 
to master the sea And the sea -pauye 
hack something greater than mere ma- 
terial returns, 

Inevitably the old land kingdoms; 


Egypt, Assyria, Persia, [ndia, submerged 


the individual in the mass. As. inevita- 
bly, in the ten who singly or in groups 
of twos of threes wrestled with and over- 
came the sea, the sense of personal in- 
dependence was roused, This was both 
achievernent and revelation. It was the 
impelling metive at Marathon and im all 
the struggles for freedom since down 
to the present dav. 

Classic (Greeee was the creation of the 
Mediterranean. Without the MMediter- 
ranean there would have been no Rome, 
of whose State ft was at onee:the heart 
nnd the bond of union. Nor has its part 
in the world been less preeminent 
through the middle ages down to modern 
times. Until the sixteenth century the 
shifting capital of the world was located 
in some one of its three great permmsulas. 
CH all these causes which have given to 
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Europeans their ascendency over men, 
none has beer more powerful than thie 
fact that Europe riges Hike a pramid 
from the Mediterranean, Sea.

MOST! PEXPLER ENT 
In discussing the races of Europe we 
take two things. for granted : (0) that 
all Evropeans are descended from one 
Original stock; (2) that the temote an- 
cestors of the present inhabitants: of 
Evrope came from Asia. We must 
acknowledge that many eminent scholars 
have controverted these ASsUmpiions and 
that neither has been absolutely proved, 
but learned opinion inclines more. and 
mare to recognition af their truth, 
Acrsce is a preat division of mankind, 
having tn common certain distinguishing 
peculiarities and thus forming a. com- 
prehensive cliss, apparently derived 
from. a distinct primitive soured. 
Classification into races.af the 1,700,- 
goo,000 human bemgs who poptilate the 
earth may seem ¢asy. A European, a 
Negra, and a Chinaman differentiate 
themselves at a glance, Nevertheless, 
every attempt at classification has shown 
it to be a most dificult and perplexing 
task. Most classifications, especiully of 
minor races, have not been comprehen- 
sive of have invalved contradichions, 
During. the last two hundred, years 
many such attempts have been made, 
The color of the skin, the color ond di- 
rection of the eves, the color and texture 
of the hair, some anatotnical) character- 
istic such as the aspect of the nose or the 
length af the limbs in proportion to the 
trunts, peculiarities of various parts of 
the skeleton, thickness ot thinness of the 
skull, capacity of the cramitim os mens- 
ured hy the quantity of sand or shot re- 
quired to Gil it, the horizontal circum. 
ference of the sketll, the angle made by 
the intersection of the axis of the face 
with the axis of the ekull (commonly 
called the facial angle), the cephalic in- 
dex, the relative length, breadth, and 
height of the skull, have been among the 
tests employed to determine race. Lyun- 
miage has generally been an inseparable 
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part of the test and often the final deci- 
sion has beer basech upc it, 

Titeless’ Scholirs have sought to 
demonstrate and apply the comprehen- 
sive securacy of some one or other of 
these tests. Their researches have -re- 
vealed how impossible it ts to tidicate 
essential differcners: among the sins of 
men Efferts to resolve the mnss. of 
humanity inte component parts: have bad. 
as principal reselt the finding out how 
hommagenentes mankind 15, 

Nevertheless, im each of those tests: 
there is a certain degree of truth and of 
applicability. Among the most recent

This is simply, “The 
figures that express the tut of the 
greatest lreadth to. the greatest length 
of the skull, the latter Iain taker as 
one hundred.”

THE FIVE CHEAT GHOUPS OF RACES 


The number of distinct human. groups 
or race’ variously estimated from the 
three, Japhetic, Semittesand Hanmitic of 
the Bible, or the three, Cuucusiun, Mon- 
gol, and Negro, of Cuvier, to the eleven 
of Fickermy and the sixteen of Desmow- 
ling, The estimate in 1781 by Dr, Hlo- 
menlmeh, the futher of anthropology. has 
best withetoud the attacks af time. He 
finds five races, Caucasian, Mongnlian, 
Ethiopian, Ametican, and Malay.

The Caveasiins and Mongolians are 
further divided into branches of SroUps,

Two main-divisions are ai once recog- 
rized among the Caucasians, designated 
as the Indo-European or Japletic and 
the Syro-Arah or Soa Indo-Eure- 
reatt indicates the belief t t Etropeans 
od from the basin of the Indus.

THE TNDC-EUROPEAN FAMILY 


The Indo-Enropean. includes  eivlt 
branches or groups. These are: in Asta, 
the Aryas or Hindiis of India, the Per- 
sians and the Armenians, the Jast neo 
het often termed Irmians from the 
great plateau of Iran where they had 
their origin; in Europe, the Greeks, 
‘Latins, Celts, Tetons, or Germans, and 
lave. 

Common usage treats these groups as 
races, s0 properly we speak of the Celtic 
race or the Slavic race or of the races of 
Europe. Recause af the intunate rela- 
tions of the Grecks and Latins and the 
commite nearness of ther languages, the 
two are denoted as of the Greco-Latin 
race. German and Teuton are inter- 
changeable, being synonymous terms: 

‘The great majority of the peoples who 
have invaded Europe and whose de- 
acendants are now settled there bélony 
toa the Indo-European family, Ln add 
itm, about 30,000,000 persons, ar one 
fifteenth of the inhabitants of Europe, 
are Finno-Ugrians and Turks: members 
of the Ural-Altatc branch of the Mon- 
volian family, All the reat, exeept the 
Jews, Maltese, and Saracens (Svro- 
Arah), and possibly except the Gasques, 
are of Inda-uropean stock.

RACES 

A line drawn from the mouth of the 
Mruth to the mouth of the Niemen. and: 
thenee prolonged through the Baltic and 
Gulf of Bothnia to the SOtrces of the 
Tore Elf, gives an approximation of 
réal dr historic Evrope's éastern frontier 
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and extent, West of that line abd nerth 
of the Alpine system, an enormous plait, 
broken only by the watersheds of its 
rivers, extends to the North Sea. 

When the Christian era began, all that 
plain was covered ly forests except the 
marshlands in the east. ‘That plain, a8 
well as Scandinavia, peopled almost 
wholly by Teutons, was sometimes called 
Germania, East of that hne was -antther 
still mare enormous plain, Sarmatia, the 
home of the Slavs, 4 race almost un- 
known. “The Alps, northem Daly, a part 
of Spain, France, and the British Islands 
were inhabited by Celts. The centers of 
the Greco-Latins were Greeee and Ttaly 

Thus, at the ‘time of Christ the Alps 
are the signpost of Europe, roughly 
painting out where the mices are fo be 
found: north of the pS, the Teuton; 
south of the Alps, the (areco-Latins > an 
the Alps and to the west, the Celts; far 
east of the Alps, ttle affected by them, 
aid therefore lithe inflaenced by Farrope 
and of as litth influence in it, the Slavs 
and the Finno-Uegrians. 

FAAITARLED FOLKS SORTH OF THE ALMS 

Since scholars have found at difficult 
to indicate the great races of mankirid 
and even impossible to agree as to. how 
many such races there are, it 1 not sur- 
prising that they have found m still 
harder to specify distinctive character- 
tics of the various subdivisions or 
minor races, This: fact becomes evident 
as ane secks tio indicate the peculiar phys- 
ical traits of the Celts, the Teutons, the 
Stivs, and the Greco-Latins.

sion than either the ‘Teuton or the Celt. 

In general they are stalwart, the hair 
wod beird ablandant. the hands and feet 
small, Bit, however it may have been 
thousuids of years ago, there i no 
Slavic pliysical type today as there was 
aod isa Teutonic and Celtic type. This 
fact is probable due to the remarkable 
faculty in absorbing other races which 
the Slav possesses and to the ditterent in- 
flicnces af the various regions in with 
the Slav is found, Dark-complexicaned 
wid Tight-complexioned, short and tall, 
hlack-bearded, red-bearded, and yellow- 
bearded, the Slay in physical character- 
isties is the most cosmopolitan of men.

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THI RURSTING (' THE HUN TEMPEST 


Suddenly there burst open Europe the 
tempest of the Hons, a Finno-Altaic 
people who had bees long located in the 
great Asiatic plains beyond ‘the Caspian. 
Their numbers prodigiously increasing, 
they expancled towurd the west. 

In the fourth century after Christ, as 
if under oa sndden impulse, the whole 
multitude, in great carts and on horse 
hack, carrying all. their possessions. 
started for Rurope. Crossing the Volga, 
they forced the Alans, a fonmidable peo- 
ple of mixed binod,.to join them. _ 

The Goths, a Teutonic people from 
Scandinavia, at that tinve oectpred all the 
territory between the Den and Theiss. 
Their iwa branches—the Visi-Grovhs, or 
Western Goths, and the OhMtra-Gothes, of 
Bastern Goths—had united, and together 
‘constituted the mightiest power in Eo- 
rope outside of Romie, This Empire the 
Hins overwhelmed, 

The Ostro-Gothe submitted, biding 
their time till the tempest passed. The 
Visi-Goths sought an asylim seuth of the 
Danube, in the Eastern Roman Fimpire, 
of which Constantitiople was the newly 
founded capital 7 

The Huns bivonacked for halfa cen- 
tury inthe center of Enrope, Cin the 
Danube they founded as their capital the 
town of Buda, which with Pest on the 
opposite hank is still the capital of the 
Hungarians. 

Words canmot express the horrar with 
which the [uns were regarded by Ro- 
mans an Teutens alike. Their tiny 
eves piercing flat, ony faces, their low, 
painted foreheads, their broad, squat 
noses, theit immense flaring ears, their 
tattooed and painted skin, their gro- 
tesque and distorted forms, made them 
seem monsters rather than men  Ulood- 
thirsty and indifferent to suffering, des- 
titute of human affection or feelme, they 
were reported to be the offspring. of 
demons amd witehes, to have foul spirits 
at their command, and to be masters: of 
infernal magic. . 

The so-called harlairinn invasions of 
Europe are nglitly reckoned as beginning 
with this irruption of the Huns. Many 
migrations had already taken place, 


Many peoples had assailed the Roman 
provinces smee Drennus and bits Gauls 
ravaged Italy and republican Rome; 


Irt exch of those invasions and pttacks 


had been an isolated event, coming. and 
passing, the consequrices at which were

EVERY WHEE 


Tefore the coming of the Huns, ont- 
side the Roman Empire there had been 
disorder, but a disorder localized anid 
conhoned. For centuries after the Pims, 
everywhere, from Scandinavia and the 
Vistula to northern, Africa, continuous 
andl ever-changing disorder reigned <o- 
preme. Populations, imecssantly  dis- 
placed, crowded upon one another. Celts, 
Slavs, Tentoans, Huns, and Romaris mixer! 
and were leat in the wild confusion, — 

Attila, King of the Huns, rinsed ‘his 
people to resume their career of conquest 
in the west. Eis 7oojooo fighting men 
comprised not only Himsa, hs chiet re- 
liance, lot contingents from all the sub- 
jugated peoples and such other suxili- 
aries ns his skill could attract. The tot- 
tering western Empire rallied im one su- 
preme effort under “Mtius, “the last Ro- 
man general,” and brought inte the field 
every man whom piety or patriotism or 
hope of reward could enlist, 

The enormous hosts met on that undu- 
lating plain that lies hetween Chatean- 
Thierry and Chalons. At stake were not 
primarily the interests of a State, but the 
mdependence and civilization of the men 
then alive, “This is tightly reckoned one 
of the decisive battles of the world. 
Though fought almast fifteen centuries 
ago, these last tragic years give a keen 
andl renewed significance to that battle 
af (halons, the first dread battle of the 
Marne. : 

Attila did act long survive his defeat. 
‘The subject Teutonic and Slayie tribes 
repained their independence, The hordes 
of Huns. dispersed: some remained on 
the right bank of the Danube, in the 
Hungary of today; some settled in the 
Dobradia; same wandered back and were 
stvorhed in the Kinedorm= of their kin,

THE ADVENT OF THE GEEM ANS 


Acfew years after the disruption of the 
Hints, Odnacer, echtef of the German, ble- 
Thi and of tribes in alliance with them, 
forced the fast eraperor im Rome to ahd 
cate the throne. Thus he extinguished 
the western Ronan Empire, fixed the 
boundary bepween ancient and modern 
history, andl eternalized himself as the 
first northern barbarian te rule in Italy. 
Indifferent to the weak Slavic tribes scat 
tered m their midst and te the more mu- 
merots Slave i the marshes and forests 
beyond, no longer hampered by awe of 
Rome or tetror of the Huns, the Tentons 
were ready for the conquest of western 
EKurppe. | 

When ‘Pheedoric, greatest of the 
Goths, died at lis capital, Ravenna, 1m 
Sain, just fifty years atter the extinction 
of the western, Roman Empire, that con- 
quest had apparently been achieved. The 
definite subjugation of Britain, Unough 
not yet complete, was asstired by the 
solid setthements of the Jutes, Saxans, 
and Angles. | 

The few Celts of Armorica or Brittany, 
of [reland and Scotland, the sull fewer. 
Basques in the Pyrenees, and that part 
of the Balkan Peninsula which the tm- 
jiregnable walls of Constantinople de- 
fended, had wet been subdued. With 
those exceptions, all Eurepe west of the 
Vistula and Dneister, all from Norway 
and Sweden as far as and beyond the 
Mediterranean, was occupied hy Gernuin 
kingdoms and ruled by German kings, 
The western world had becone Teutonic. 
The conquest séemed tot only onversal 
bot permanent, 

‘The strougest of stich kingdanis were 
these af the Ostea-Gotlis in [taly and 
the Visi-Goths in Spam. The one rule 
from Sicily to the Danube; the other 
fram the south, of Spain to the Loire. 

The Goths had beeame Christians in 
the fourth century, long before any other 
Teatontce people. Their conversion, ac- 
complished not hy the sword or royal 
commun, bet through the preachuis ce 
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Llnlas, their preat apostle, seoms to lave 
tHected their conduct and character. In 
the verston made for thent by Ulilas in 
an alphabet probably of lis own devising, 
they possessed the frat translation of the 
Bible in any Teutonic, Celtic, or Slavic 
tongue, From it Clfilas carefully omitted 
the four Books of the Kings, fearing they 
would excite farther the warlike paccens 
af his countrymen. The Goths were tire 
least barbarous and most humane of all 
the early invaders. Wet ovither of their 
kingdoms was to continue Inny. 

Residénce ina southern climate sipped 
the vigor of the forest-bred warriors of 
the north. All Goths, az supporters of 
the Arian doctrine, met-the active opposi- 
tion of the Church of Rome. Family 
quarrels. Wasted tesources and energy. 
In Ttaly the long-wandering pagan Lom- 
bards.a Teutotie tribe, and the Hunniec 
horde of the Avara replaced the Ostro- 
Goths, Tn Spain the Vist-Gotha were 
overthrown by the Arab invasion. Sa 
the more than 300,000 Goths disappeared, 
abeorbed among the inhabitants of the 
tre pentisulos, Fragments of the Gothic 
Bible stil exist, precious relics of an 
‘itherwise extinct tongue. Ewen Gothic 
irchitecture has no connection with the 
Coths or with any structure they ever 
bnalt. [twas introduced by purists in the 
severiteenth century as a term of fe- 
proach, meaning. barbarous, and applied 
to all stvles wot clissic, 

‘This story of the Goths is important 
as affording example of what went on 
far many, many veurs throngheut the 
lands once part of the Roman Empire, 
States, great atc small, of various de- 
grees af dignity, were constantly set up 
by varios tribes and races, only. ta top- 
We over, and chiefs and folluwers to 
be alaorhet into the native pepuilatiqn. 
Every political division was a crucible 
of evershittng size wherem mees were 
fused. 

As Britain had been a Reman prov- 
mee in hardiy more than name, talien 
Rome heeame to the Mritom a mere trad 
Hon of the past, aid little of ter majesty 
was left in England te impress the bar- 
barinn jnvader, Elsewhere the Green- 
Lottn mttencs is alntost startling: in its 
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tenacity, Every European country over 
which the. Roman rule Speaks oie 
form of the Latin language and is ad- 
ministered by Reman law. 


THE PERIOD OF INVASION ENDS 


The main period of invasion and con- 
seruent mugmittan hegins with the inrap- 
tion of the Huns and ends with the Nor- 
man canyuest of England in toh. The 
Crisades, which came on later, were a 
mipantic episode, not of invasion or set- 
thement, but of departure, Some of the 
Crusaders straggled back. The vast ma- 
jority laid their bones by the roadside or 
in the East and little affected the making 
of modern European races, | 

The turmoil, continuous through a 
score of What Llomer would call “genera- 
tions of fighting men,” did not ‘imme 
diately cease, Tut became spasmodic. 
Through that period the Teuton and the 
Grece-Latin center attention, both be- 
eatise they were the chief actors and be- 
cause of the importance of the stage on 
which they. acted, Wherever the Celt 
appeared, his role is that of one who in 
vain bravely resists and is all the time 
pushed farther to the wall, 


THE ADVERT OF THE SLAY 


The Slay becomes more distinct i the 
sixth century, at times occupying Lani 
which the Tetons had left vacant or at 
times engaging incattack, The first ar- 
ticulate utterance of the Slavs was when 
the citv of Novgorod, harassed by in- 
term! cotmmotions which itcould not swp- 
press, sent in 862 the following message 
to the chief of the Varangians, 4 tribe af 
Nonhmen: “Our country is grent-and 
fertile, hut everything. 1 in disorder, 
Come to govern us and mile over ts." 

There is no reason to doubt the credi- 
hility of this event, which, in the case 
of the Slav, is typical rather than sur- 
prising. In r862 the whole Russian Em- 
pire celebrated the millennial anniversary 
of the coming of Ruric and his brothers 
in answer to this appeal as the begining 
of Russian history., 

Lack of self-reliance or of imitative 
capacity, anciently ts now, appeared to he 
a characteristic almost insepiroble from 
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the Slav, Dependence upon some helping 
or guiding band has often resulted m 
his own undomg. while he himself has- 
seemed unable to retain what his indus- 
try or cournge had won. The story of 
the Slivie race ts crowded with examples 
af this fact (see pages-450 and 4f-464). 

A fundamental source of ite strength 
is that, as Professor Hrilicka remarks, 
“there seems to be something m the Slav 
make-tip which favors a high birthrate. 
, The Slivs as a whole show the 
hishest fertility among. the more impor- 
tant European deoples.” 

The Eastern Roman or Greek or By- 
zantine Empire, after onexistence some- 
times glorious, but sometimes inglorinus, 
through a thousand years, ended in 1453 
noder the:stranglmng grip of the Ottoman 
Turks, whose invasion was tihke any 
that precetledd. | 

The horrors of the Hunnic Empire had 
been allewimted by its brief continuance ; 
the so-called barbaric invisions. wrought 
not only evil, but greater good by infus— 
ing inte the vems-oaf worn-out races their 
own vine blood and rendering possible 
all that Europe has since beet pnd done. 
Bat the Turkish invasion 1s unrelieved by 
a single mitigating fact (see also The 
Ottoman Turks, page 473). 
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SO UNMIXED RACES AFTER TXVASION 


Tribal levalty and personal attachment 
to the chief characterized the early bar- 
bartians, Prestige of victory and hope of 
fain attracted volunteers and. hirelings 
to any successfitl leader. The invading 
armies were this heterogeneous bores, 
made wp of adventurers from many 
sources, Init in after years were mis- 
takenly tegarded as tribal kin of their 
lender. | . | 

For instance, the men who followed 
William the Normun to England are osu- 
ally regirded as Normans, Doubtless 
thany of them were. But, since his own 
barans balked at the hazardous enterprise, 
William “had to gather a motley host 
from every quarter of France.” After- 
wards success attached the splendor of 
the Norman name to every man m that 


motley host. 


Most of the invastens by bund and al- 
most all of these bw sea were made by 
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amen only. In genetal, invasiots solely 
hy men left more enduring results thin 
those by peoples. ‘The tendency was for 
men, accompanied by therm ffunilies, to 
rimmin apart from the conquered asa 
distinct class, ‘The single man formed 
ties amony the conquered ‘ane theretore 
was identined, with the community. 
The essential fact, however, is that, 
after the barbaric invasions, there existed 
no suck thing as.an wemired rice. Nor 
does any such thing exist now, Racial 
purity isa figment af the imagination. 


THE TST OF TONGUES 


We have seen that by this universal 
intermixture of mankind in Europe all 
ricial characteristics were blemled, con- 
fuser, or lost. Therefore no physical test 
ur combination of such tests has yet been 
found practicable or possible to apply. 
In consequecce, “To the eve of modern 
scholarship ‘language’ forms-the basis of 
ethote distinction.’ 

Language is not an infallible guide. 
Sometimes it appears unsatisfactory and 
perhaps misleading, Sometimes it 1- 
yolves difficulties and seems to arrive of 
vanttadictions. Tlut there is no other 
test that rivals it in comprehensive ac- 
curacy, Unsativfactery though the guile 
tia aometimes be, it is far more satis- 
factory thin any other we possess. 

In point of fact we possess no other, 
Webster's New International Dictionary. 
is correct in the defimition, “Slav; a per- 
son who speaks Slavic as- his mother 
tangue.” The Eneveloyiedia Pritanmen 
ia correct in saying, “Judged by the tan- 
ruuge test, and no other is readily a willl- 
able.” The authoritative Statesmun’s 
Year Book 3 cartect in its mvariable 
csvatem of determining “ethnical ele- 
ments on the basis of language.” 

Tn the quaint Biblical story it was by 
the test Of speech that the men at taileac 
at the passage of the Jordan detected the 
tbe of Ephraim. “It was so that when 
these Ephraimites which were escapd 
said. ‘Let ame go over,’ that the men of 
Gilead said unto him, “Ari. thou an 
Ephraimite? and if he said, “Nay; then 
cad they unto him, ‘Say thou Shibboleth,’ 
and he said, “Sibboleth,” for he coin wat 
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frame to pronounce it right. Then they 
tool: him and slew him." 

It was a common facial Intymoage, de- 
spite loca) difference, that distinguished 
the Celts, Teutons, and Slavs from, one 
another, It was the maim bond connect 
ing the several members of cach of those 
: races, “Thy speech bewrayeth 
thee” was the identification of each tribe. 
— Sometimes the language test seems: to 
fail glaringly, as when one hears the 
Balto-Slavic Prussian spenking German 
as his mother tongue, ar the Celtic [rsh 
speaking English, Yet out of the great 
total such anomalies are comparatively 
rare. 


ANEW AND VITAL INTEREST IN ELUROPE'S

The races of Europe are today im- 
vested with a wivid interest and a near- 
ness they never possessed for us before.

The races of Enrope are now in agita- 
tion, less superficial but more profound 
undas intense as that by which they were 
convulsed by the Hun fifteen centuries 
ago. The Old Order has passed away 
with the millions dead. A new Europe 
is in the nuking. Neither a year nor a 
generation will suffice ta make it, None 
of the now-living will behold it whet 
male, The Peace Conference will ren- 
der its august decisions, and its membwrs 
will depart, but the races will remain on 
the spot where on them the making of the 
New Etirope will devolve. 

Europe, though so old, is for the 
greater part young and inexperienced’ in 
self-government ani political duty and. 
opportunity, The gait of more than one 
newly enfranchised people will resemble 
the uncertain walk of a just-uwakenel 
child, No marvel if its Itbertw seems at 
times license, and freedom for one’s seli 
n safe conehtict to avenge and oppress, 
The progress of the most advance) na- 
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hon to their present height has not been 
tinattended by mistakes and falls. 

The tneral solidarity of mankind has 
of late been made manifest by a denron- 
stration without precedent in history. 
The world’s heart might be wrung at the 
exalted savrifices of the French, Belgians, 
and Serbinns, but it wae the world’s con- 
sclenee which ranged all peoples, whose 
expression was possible, upon one side, 
except the four nations in which appar- 
ent certainty of profit calloused any con- 
vcetvablye sense of shame, The four re- 
sponsible for the inexpiable crime of the 
last war have not an ally or friend cn 
earth, 

The Neve Europe will be built upon a 
more enduring founrlation stone than was 
the Ol. Force and force alone was the 
sanction of the Oli Order. The New 
Europe will rest upon the solid rock, the 


sublime trith proclaimed by Mirabean,. 


“Right ts the Sovereign af the World.” 
To éstablish that truth the Entente 
Allies have lavished their hard-earned 
wealth and the priceless blood of millions 
of their sons. The absolute victory af 


arms being accomplished, their responsi— 


hility te mankind enters upon its second 
Stage: to safeyraard from a ‘still strong, 


unrepentant, and subtle foe what has. 


hewn achieved, 

All the Allies are one in principle, pin- 
pose, and idea. Yet, because of ther 
greater strength, upon the — British, 
French, Italian, and American democrn- 
cies this responsibility rests. 

Many a pilitical stumble is in store, 
miei turbulence, perhaps bloodshed, bes 
fore all the enfranchised appreciote and 
enjoy justice ant order antl liberty, That 
throvigh it all let not our faith and sym- 
pathy waver for even the most ignorant 
and the longest oppressed.
